Gangster Frank (Buster) 
Wortman borrowed $50,000 on 
his moat-surrounded building 
near Collinsville from a Brit- 
ish financial firm in Nassau, 
Bahama Islands, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told today, 

The loan was made in No- 
vember 1957 in the name of 
Sam Magin, Wortman’s top 
lieutenant, who insists that he 
had the man-made island and 
extensive building constructed 
as a recreation center for boys. 

The loan, the Post-Dispatch 
was told, was made through a 
firm in the British West In- 
dies, outside the subpena juris- 
diction of inquisitive federal 
agencies. The firm has head- 
quarters in Nova Scotia, also 
outside United States subpena 
jurisdiction. 

How the $50,000 was used 
is uncertain. 

Started in 1955. 

Construction of the moated 


property, surrounded by a wa- 


ter-filled ditch 40 feet deep, | 
was begun in 1955. Neighbors | 


in the Bethel School area, near 
Collinsville, speculated as to 
the purpose of the project, 
casting considerable doubt on 
Magin’s announcement that 
the property would be a club 
for young persons. 

When the building was near- 


ing completion, two years ago, | 


Illinois authorities received re- 
ports that furniture from Wort- 
man’s Club Prevue and Red 
Rooster tavern was being in- 
stalled. Gambling at Club Pre- 
vue and the Red Rooster, west 
of Collinsville on U.S. Highway 
40, was halted by state police. 
It has not opened up behind 
the moat. 

The moat property is not 
being used now. Wortman is 
reported to have planned to 
take hifchildren from his es- 
tranged wife and move into the 
property with them. Mrs. 
Wortman is reported to have

her. 

From Rum-Runner Days. 

The idea for ti> moat is a 
result of Wortman’s rum-run- 
ner days .in the Prohibition 
era. He was a gunman on the 
rum boats plying between the 
British West Indies and the 
eastern coast of the United 
States. 

A kingpin in the operation 
was Irving Wexler, better 
known as -“Waxy Gordon.”

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PRESIDENT SAYS 
THERE ISNT ANY 
BASIC ROW ON 
FALLOUT RATE 


Asserts Pentagon With- 
held Data Differing 
With AEC Findings 
Because It Had Not 
Been Evaluated.

WASHINGTON, March 25— 
President Eisenhower denied 
today there was any fundamen- 
tal disagreement between the 
Defense Department and the 
Atomic Energy Commission on 
the rate of radioactive fallout 
from the stratosphere. 


Mr. Eisenhower explained 
that the Defense Department 


had withheld new information | 
about this “drip-out” rate for | 


a time because it was prelimi- 


nary data that needed more — 


thorough evaluation. 


“To my knowledge, there has | 


been no suppression of infor- 
mation on fallout,” the Presi- 
dent said in a statement issued 
at the White House. 

He added that the release of 
“differing interpretations” by 
the two agencies ‘does not rep- 
resent fundamental disagree- 
ments but rather emphasizes 
the preliminary nature of these 
findings.” 

Defense Department Study. 

A Defense Department study 
had concluded that radioactive 
debris lodged in the strato- 
sphere drips out much faster 
than had previously been sup- 
posed. 

The Department estimated 
the half-life for material in the 
stratospheric reservoir at two 
years. That is, half of whatever 
is there at a given time will 
fall out within two years. Com- 
missioner Willard F. Libby of 
the AEC has been putting this 
figure at seven years. He re- 
studied the problem after see- 
ing the defense data and came 
down to four and one-half 
years for the estimated half- 


ife. 

It had been made clear at 
a congressional hearing yes- 
terday that the Defense De- 
partment, not the AEC, was 


responsible for withholding the | 


new data until it was foree 
out by the Senate-House Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy. 

Libby told an atomic sub- 
committee that the AEC’s se- 
curity classification corre- 
spondence on the subject was 
at. Pentagon request. 

“It was not my idea — that 
is not the way a scientist acts,” 
he said, 

Pledges Close Attention. 


Mr. Eisenhower pledged 
close attention to the problem 
of radioactive fallout. 

“Every effort is being made 
by this Government to develop 
the facts about fallout and to 
disclose these facts fully to 
the public,” he said in the 
statement. 

He pointed out that the AEC 
was spending about $18,000,000 
a year on research on radiation 
standards and protection re- 
search. The agency seeks to 
increase this amount to $20,- 
000,000 for the next fiscal year. 

The President noted also 
that the National Academy of 
Sciences had asked its commit- 
tees on biological effects of 
radiation hazards to make a 
new study of radiation hazards 
and bring up to date a study 
made by the academy three 
years ago. 

“Everyone in government 
who has a responsibility with 
respect to this matter feels it 
is of the greatest importance 
that we be diligent in our 
study of this problem,” the 
statement concluded. 

At his news conference, Mr. 
Eisenhower said the veto issue 
was the basic question in con- 
nection with the nuclear test 
suspension talks at Geneva. 

Little Light on New Policy. 

But the President’s remarks 
threw little light on whether 
the Administration is thinking 
of revising its policy as a result 
of the high altitude Project 
Argus test explosions revealed 
last week. 

Asked specifically whether a 
suspension of tests only within 
the earth’s atmosphere should 
be considered, Mr. Eisenhower 
said he could not tell. 

Circumstances of Disclosure. 


Circumstances of the _ dis- 
closure of Project Argus had 


led to conjecture that the Ad- 


ministration was preparing to 
back off from its proposal for a 
policed suspension of all nu- 
clear tests, whether 


or in space. 

The first account of the 
high-altitude experiment, pub- 
lished in the New York Times, 
stressed the apparent fact that 


other nations knew nothing of 


the three explosions fired last 
August and September. 

Observers pointed out also 
that the story came to 
just as Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan was arriving for 
talks with President Bisen- 
hower. The British are under- 
stood to be insistent on a total 
test bar. There is much opposi- 
tion within 
Administration to the whole 
idea of a test suspension. 

The President told reporters 
all information about the high- 
altitude explosions came from 
an American satellite, Explorer 
IV. He made no mention of a 
number of rockets which also 
helped gather data from the 
blasts, as reporters were in- 
formed at a Pentagon news 
conference last week. 

Mr. Eisenhower said ‘‘quite 
a report” on the subject would 
be released later in the day.

WASHINGTON, March 25 
—The cost of living slipped 
down one-tenth of one per cent 
last month but remained within 
two-tenths of one per cent of 
the record set last year, the 
Department of Labor reported 

today. 

Principal factor accounting 
for the slight decline was a 
decrease of seven-tenths of one 
per cent in average food prices, 
more than offsetting higher | 
prices for most other groups of 
goods and services, said Ewan 
Clague, commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

The bureau’s consumer price 
index in February was 123.7. 
The record, established last 
July and equaled in November, 
was 123.9. 

(In St. Louis, the food price 
index declined 0.8 per cent 
from January to February and 
0.2 per cent compared with 
February, 1958, it was reported 
by Adolph O. Berger, director 
of the North Central regional | 
office of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

(Prices of meats, poultry and 
fish declined 1.8 per cent. 
Fruits and vegetables. were 
down 0.1 per cent and other 
foods 1.9 per cent. The price 
index for dairy products rose 
by 0.1 per cent. Cereals and 
bakery products remained the 
same. 

(Fruits and vegetable prices 
showed the sharpest decline 
compared with February, 1958, 
down 2.3 per cent. All other 
food prices were lower than a 


year ago, except for dairy 
products, which rose 2.4 per 
cent.) 


Nationally, the relatively mi- | 
nor fluctuation from the Janu- 
ary level of 123.8 marked the 
tenth month of comparative 
price stability shown by the 
index. Since last April the in- | 
dex has fluctuated within four- 
tenths of 1 per cent. 

Noting that the relative sta- 
bality has come at a high level, | 
Clague cautioned that the cost | 
of living ‘might hit a new rec- | 


He explained that food prices 
customarily reach a _ seasonal 
low point in February or March. 
Then seasonal increases. in 
prices of fruits, vegetables and 
meats generally push food costs 
up to a “mild peak” in July. 

“There shouldn’t be much 
change for a month or two,” 
Clague predicted. ‘After that, 


the amount of increase will de- 
pend largely on the strength of 
the seasonal rise in food prices.” 


He held out hope that the 
increase in food prices this year 
may be more moderate than it 
was in 1958 when an éxtreme

Two-Year Contract. 

Under a two-year contract, 
Missouri Public Service Co. has 
agreed to furnish electricity to 
the hospital for 1% cents a 
kilowatt hour, with the rate 
declining as the use of power 
increases. 

The contract, signed Jan. 30, 
will result in an annual savings 
to the state of $25,748 over in- 
stitution-produced power, 
company contended.

St. Louis county urgently 
needs a “vastly expanded” pro- 


gram of probation and parole 


to reduce the number of 
prisoners in the overcrowded 
county jail at Clayton, the 


County Board of Visitors said 
in a report issued today. 

The six-member board 
visited the county jail and also 
jails of 15 county communities 


Its report was sent to the cir- 


cult judges, county council, 
supervisor, sheriff, county po- 
lice and to the mavyors and 
chiefs of police in the mu- 
nicipalities it visited 

“Space in the county jail,” 


the report said, “is very limited 
and prisoners complei of their 
enforced idleness. There is, no 
rehabilitation program, no 
worn program, no chapel and 
no segregation of prisoners ac- 
cording to their crime nor their 
social attitudes.” 
Number Could Be Cut. 

With a program of probation 
and parole and with routine 
pre-sentencing investigations, 
particularly in felony cases, the 
report said, the number of pris- 
oners could be reduced and the 
space thus made available 
could be used more effectively 
and more economically 

“We believe strongly that im- 
plementation of a 
this kind is vital for any real 
improvement in conditions at 
the jail,’ board members said 

Circuit Judge Franklin Fer- 
riss, who is presiding fn the 
criminal division of the court 
Clayton, said he was satis- 
fied with the service he gets 
on pre-sentence investigations 
by the St. Louis office of the 
State Board of Probation and 
Parole. Although the office has 
only seven men, he said, 
ports get back to him in 
than a month 

Vearl Harris, supervisor of 
the parole office, said: ‘‘We 
definitely need expanded serv- 
ices, because if paroles are to 
mean anything, the pre-sen- 
tence investigations should be 
performed at a_ professional 
level.” He added that his staff 
is overloaded with cases. 

Outside Work Program. 

With the co-operation of 
county officials, the board said 
it hoped to instituted an 
outside work program for se- 
lected inmates. The report said

‘Ington he and President Eisen- 
hower agreed on the main 
points of the Western replies 
to the latest Soviet note on 
Berlin. 

He said it was hoped the 
replies would be delivered to- 
morrow: 

(Allied nations approved the 
texts today at a North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization council 
meeting in Paris. A Paris dis- 
patch said the Big Three notes 
will be delivered tomorrow. 
West Germany's note will reach 
Moscow later.) 

“They (the notes) will ex- 
plain our ideas on the method 
and timing of negotiations. 
both as regards a meeting of 
foreign ministers proposed for 
May and as regards a meeting 
of heads of government later 
in the summer,’ Macmillan 
said. 

Macmillan said that in Wash- 
ington and Ottawa he also dis- 
cussed limitation of armaments 
and suspension of nuclear tests. 

He said that with Mr. EFisen- 
hower he also raised questions 
of trade and economic prob- 
lems and repeated his convic- 
tion that “only the economic 
inter - dependence of the free 
world can give to all the ex- 
panding basis on which to 
build prosperity.” 

Macmillan said the problems 
which divide the West from 
the Soviet Union and its allies 
were complex, “but I do not 
believe they are insoluble. I 
am certain we must make the 
most serious efforts to resolve 
them by negotiations.” 

Questioned by Gaitskell. 

Labor Party Leader Hugh 
Gaitskell drew a laugh when 
he asked whether a summit 
conference would be held this 
summer regardless of the out- 
come of the planned East-West 
foreign ministers’ meeting. 

“As regards the likelihood of 
a summit meeting, I would say 
that everyone seems to thifik 
there will be one,” Macmillan 
replied. 

In reply to a question by 
Gaitskell whether the Western 
powers have agreed on a pro- 
posal for a zone of inspection 
and limitation of armaments in 
Europe, Macmillan said: 

“Much more detailed’ work 
will have to be done and more 
definitive positions taken. 
That, of course, will be far 
discussion not only between 
the four Western powers but 
with all the NATO allies an< 
I hope progress will be made 
with it during the course of 
the Washington discussions 
next week.” 

He was referring to the 
Western foreign ministers’ 
meeting in Washington March 
31 and the NATO Council ses- 
sions there April 2. 

Asked whether the West has 
accepted the idea of associating 
the United Nations in a solu- 
tion of the Berlin problem, 
Macmillan said this “would 
need careful working out.’ He 
added that it would not be 
wise to publish “all the details 
as to what we might or might 
not accept before even the 
first round of the negotiations 
has begun.” 

No Word on Elections. 

Macmillan declined to be 
prodded into saying when he 
was likely to call national elec- 
tions. 

Political observers said Mac- 
millan may exploit his -inter- 
national success bv sending 
British voters to the polls soon 
for a parliamentary election 
A Conservative party victory 
in a by-election taking place 
today in the rural district of 
southwest Norfolk, where the 
Labor candidate narrowly won 
a parliamentary seat in the 
last election, could influence 
Macmillan’s decision. 

On March 19 Conservatives 
won two shaky victories in 
Parliamentary by-elections. The 
Norfolk contest is three-sided 
and considered dangerous for 
the Conservative candidate, 
Oxford-educated farmwife Mrs. 
Elaine Kellett. The indepen- 
dent was expected. to win 
enough votes to keep the seat 
in Labor hands. 


Izvestia Says West’s Plan Com- 
plicates Summit Talks. 

MOSCOW, March 25 (AP)— 
Izvestia said today conditions 
laid down by President Eisen- 
hower and Prime Minister Mac- 
millan complicate the task fac- 
ing a summit meeting or even 
doom it to failure from the 
start. 

The Soviet government news- 
paper’s New York correspond- 
ent N. Karev wrote that link- 
ing the top level conference 
with success of a foreign min- 
isters session sets up hard con- 
ditions. 

Karev said the President and 
Prime Minister conducted ne- 
gotiations in the strictest se- 
crecy and apparently did not 
want to go against the tide of 
world opinion favoring summit 
talks. 

Unfited States foreign policy, 
he wrote. still shows the strong 
influence of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles. 

Actually Macmillan and Mr. 
Eisenhower have slightly dif- 
ferent attitude toward a sum- 
mit conference. The Prime 
Minister feels it is inevitable 
whether or not the foreign min- 
isters make progress toward a 
German solution. Mr. Eisen- 
hower believes that the work 
of the foreign ministers must 
promise success first. 


British Try to Allay Bonn’s 

Anxiety of Military Freeze.

LONDON, March 25—Brit- 
ain attempted yesterday to al- 
lay West Germany's anxiety 
about the reported British ad- 
vocacy of a military freeze in 
central “Europe. 

On instructions from Bonn, 
Dr. Joachim F. Ritter, the West 
German charge d'affaires here, 
called at the Foreign Office to 
find out what the British posi- 
tion was.

But so long as he can work 
in some capacity, the President 
said he would keep: him in 
government. service.

The President declined ° to 
sav whether the idea o° a 
freeze of forces on either side 
of the East-West dividing line 
was discussed at Camp David. 
He told reporters that if he 
disclosed this then he would 
have to tell everything that 
was taken up in the talks and 
he had no intention of doing 
that, Others have said that the 
idea of a freeze was touched 
on only in a general and tenta- 
tive form. 

Conciliatory Comments. 

With respect to Berlin, the 
President's only comment was 
that the mere signing of a sep- 
arate treaty between Moscow 
and East Germany would not 
vitiate the risthts which the 
United States is determined to 
uphold in West Berlin. In con- 
trast to other recent press con- 
ferences, the 
swers were remarkably free 
from strong and even warlike 
statements about the Russian 
threat to end unilaterally the 
four-power occupation of the 
Western half of the city. 

In going to the summit, he 
said, the United States will be 
acting voluntarily in the belief 
that real measures of agree- 
ment can be achieved.

The President asserted. he 
had no agreement with Demo-

Asked to evaluate the work 
of the present Democratic 
Congress as it prepares to take 
an Easter recess, Mr. Eisen- 
hower said it would be futile 
today to predict what Con- 
gress would do during the en- 
tire session. Congress, he said, 
usually works in spurts, with 
an accumulation of approved 
bills at the very end of the 
session. 

Answer up to Editors. 


When a reporter asked what 
he thought about members of 
Congress putting relatives on 
the Government payroll and 
renting their porches to the 
Govern.nent, he replied with a 
smile that he would let the 
newspaper editors answer that 
one. 

He denied that political con- 
siderations had been responsi- 
ble for the absence of Vice 
President Nixon at the Camp 
David conferences. A repérter 
noted that it had been sug- 
gested that Nixon had not been 
invited because Mr. Eisenhower 
wanted to be neutral between 
him and Gov.

AIR FARE 
BOOST APPROVED BY C.A.B. 


WASHINGTON, March 25 
(UPI)—The Civil Aeronautics 
Board has approved a one-year 
increase in trans-Atlantic air 
fares. But the CAB told the 
airlines it expected them to 
cut prices if jet plane effi- 
ciencies reduced costs. 


The increases in trans-At- 
lantic fares, including  sur- 
charges for jets, were an- 


nounced in Paris last month by 
the International Air Trans- 
port Association. They go into 
effect April 1 for one year. 

The New York-London fare 
would be boosted by $5 one- 
way for economy, tourists and 
first class passengers and $15 
for deluxe service. The jet sur- 
charge would be an additional 
$15 on economy and tourists 
tickets, $20 on first and deluxe 
Class fares.

Each bond costs $25. but it 
is possible to buy a fraction of 
a bond for as little as 25 cents 
entitling the purchaser to a 
chance at the prizes. 


Bonds which do not win 1 


prizes draw 3 per cent interest 
annually if held five years, 5 
per cent if held longer than 
seven years. Bondholders who 
cash them within a year get 
back 40 per cent of the face 
value. After one year they get 
back 50 per cent, after two 
years 60 per cent.

J. E. Sigoloff resigned from 
the St. Louis County Board of 
Education yesterday because 


“the board cannot effectively | : 
perform the functions assigned | ; 
to it by law.” And any hopes | : 
for county school district con- | ' 
solidation are only ‘“wishfull | ; 


thinking.” 
“With the powers now vested 


in the board, its usefulness and | | 


effectiveness are now at am. 


end,” Sigoloff said in a letter | ° 


to the board announcing his 
resignation. 


He charged that any future 
consolidation of the county’s 
29 school districts that might 
be proposed by the board has 
no possible chance of obtaining 
voter approval. 


“Any theory or hope for ap- 
proval of consolidation is wish- 
ful thinking,” Sigoloff said, 
adding that this was unques- 
tionably” demonstrated by re- 
sults of the last elections. 


Proposals to merge nine 
school districts into four new 
ones were defeated at the polls 
last month by overwhelming 
majorities. 

Voluntary consolidation of 
school districts can no longer 
be expected in the county, he 
continued. 


“There can be no doubt that 
financial considerations mili- 
tate against any further con- 
solidation,” Sigoloff, an attor- 
ney, said. “Those districts hav- 
ing more financial resources 
are unwilling to share with 
districts having lesser re- 
sources.” 

In addition, the county board 
has no funds enabling it to de- 
termine the basic facts which 
might prove that better edu- 
cation could be furnished at 
lesser costs, Sigoloff said. 

Paul A. Leupold, board presi- 
dent, said Sigoloff’s unexpired 
term will be filled at an elec- 
tion April 14, when two other 
board seats will be filled. The 
election is conducted by direc- 
tors of all the county school 
districts. Sigoloff lives at 706 
North Bemiston avenue, Uni- 
versity City.

parties and night club visits, 
Cohen and Sica consented to 
accept $10,000 to “remain neu- 
tral,” the committee was told. 
A payment of $5000 was 
made to Cohen and Sica Nov. 
27, 1957, at a Beverly Hills 
restaurant, the committee 
learned, with the understand- 
ing that the additional $5000 
would be paid the following 
March. Cohen, however, col- 
lected $3000 of the balance in 
December, it was stated. 


‘Paid to Keep Peace.’ 


Seedman testified that the 
additional $1000 of the $11,000 
was paid after Seedman was 
invited to listen to “some un- 
intelligible” recordings of pur- 
ported conversations between 
Cohen and officials of Coast 
Cigarette Service. 

“It was poor judgment to 
pay the $10,000 and stupid to 
pay $1000 more,” Seedman 
concded. ‘“‘The recordings were 
worthless, but we paid to keep 
the peace,” the witness added. 
Seedman described the sugges- 
tion that he was to be killed 
as “poppycock.”’ 

Michael Carr, vice president 
of Coast Cigarette Service Co., 
told the committee that his 
company, a subsidiary of Con- 
tinental Industries,’ had no 
dealings with gangsters in any 
way.” 

“There was never any ar- 
rangement with Cohen or 
Sica,” Carr testified. He said 
his company has 1632 cigarette 
vending machines and 270 
jukeboxes in operation in the 
Los Angeles area. 


Fifth-Amendment Pleas. 


Cohen took refuge behind 
the Fifth Amendment’s protec- 
tion against self-incrimination. 

Chewing gum vigorously, the 
witness repeated, “I must de- 
cline to answer.” He gave his 
name as Meyer Harris Cohen, 
but offered no further infor- 
mation. 

Kennedy, through a long list 
of questions the witness re- 
fused to answer, brought out 
that Cohen reported only $1500 
in taxable income in 1957, and 
has a Government claim for 
$512,000 in back taxes against 
him. 

Sica, who is Alfred G. Sica, 
a former New Jersey convict,

answer were whether the pay- 
ment from Vaughn was “a 
shakedown” and whether he 
reported only $2500 in taxable 
income in 1957.

Assistant Attorney 
General Augustus A. Marchetti 
told the jurors they could ex- 
pect to sit three times as long 
as ordinary one-month juries 
due to the volume of evidence 
gathered by Government 
agents.

In the so-called “uncom- 
mitted” countries, we have many 
potential. friends, curious about 
us and at the same time skeptical. 
They resist what they take to be 
propaganda, whether it comes to 
them over the radio or in official 
information bulletins. And yet, 
they do want information. 


They would buy the current 
United States magazines available 
to them, and many do, but the 
overseas prices are very high in 
terms of local currency. 


It costs about 10 cents in 
stamps to send the Readers Di- 
gest or Time magazine anywhere 
in the world. Life, or the Saturday 
Evening Post, costs about twice 
that amount. 

If readers would list the pub- 
lications they have and inclose 
a self-addressed, stamped envel- 
ope, I will then forward them one 
or as many European names as 
they wish. 

It would not, I think, be hard 
to find customers for all the 
30,000,000 magazines which are 
destroyed every week in America. 
These customers would pay us, not 
in coin, but in friendship and un- 
derstanding, which is the most 
valuable kind of foreign exchange.

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A One-Sided Case 


Weak arguments indeed in opposition to a 
state pay-as-you-go system for income tax 
collection were presented to the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee. 

One objection involves the “windfall” to 
the state. Edward Staples, executive director 
of the Missouri Public Expenditure Survey, 
held that taxpayers would have to pay two 
year’s taxes the first year of a withholding 
system. The obvious answer is forgiveness, 
and the legislators can easily write that prin- 
ciple into any withholding measure. The Fed- 
eral Government forgave three fourths of a 
year’s tax when it instituted withholding in 
1943. The federal system is popular as well 
as effective. 

Business interests objected that pay-as-you- 
go would make taxpayers less tax-conscious. 
This is a bit of crocodile weeping. Missouri 
could stand for a little less tax-consciousness 
if it meant more tax-paying—and more tax- 
paying should help keep the rates down. 

That withholding would inevitably mean 
more tax-paying was shown by State Director 
of Revenue Milton Carpenter in a manner 
that should convince any open-minded person. 
Taxes payable are growing, as evidenced by 
the fact that collections have nearly doubled 
in the past 10 years, Mr. Carpenter reported. 
But the proportion of taxes collectible under 
the existing haphazard system has come to a 
dead end, according to the director of ‘reve- 
nue. Reaching the estimated 100,000 non- 
residents, transient workers, short-time resi- 
dents and other tax-dodgers would cost too 
much and bring in too little by any other 
method than withholding, Mr. Carpenter said. 

Withholding, on the other hand, would, he 

estimated, bring in up to $9,000,000 more a 
year. And that will be revenue permanently 
lost, year in and year out, unless withholding 
is enacted. Let the Legislature ponder that 
figure, not in terms merely of a single year 
but in terms of $90,000,000 lost to the state 
treasury in the next decade—and probably 
much more, since the tax base is growing. 


We think John I. Rollings, president of the 
AFL-CIO State Labor Council, summed up the 
issue very neatly when he said: “We are op- 
posed to having any more taxes levied until 
all persons are paying the taxes they now 
owe the state.” 

That is only elementary justice to those who 
are honestly paying their state income taxes 
now, and who would bear the brunt of any 
additional taxes which maintained income 
tax dodgers in the dubious luxury of cheat- 
ing the state. 

Is Missouri to forego all the proved bene- 
fits of withholding, in the face of its need for 
increased revenue, just because there are 
some business concerns which object to doing 
for state income tax collections what is al- 
ready being done for federal? 


More Than a Sports Item 

When the finals of the Wisconsin state high 
school basketball tournament were played in 
Madison, a few unusual records were set. The 
two finalists for the first time were both Mil- 
waukee high schools, Lincoln and North, and 
almost next-door neighbors. Lincoln beat 
North, 65 to 56, after having lost to North in 
the regular season. More unusual, each team’s 
12-man tournament squad had only one white 
player. But this game, in a very important 
sense, was much more than a demonstration 
of basketball skill. As The Milwaukee Journal 
said: 

It was wonderful to see that here color was 
no consideration among teammates, between 
competing teams or in the wildly cheering 
stands. . . The great championship game 
between the basketball:teams of these two 
schools should emphasize how much has been 
achieved in and by them, and how much a 
little extra understanding and help is deserved. 


Too Close a Call 


The most remarkable thing about the vote 
in the Senate in favor of the bill to provide 
federal assistance for economically depressed 
areas with chronic unemployment was its 
closeness—49 Yeas to 46 Nays. This of course 
is far short of the two-thirds majority which 
would be required to pass the bill over a veto 
by President Eisenhower. Since the Senate 
bill provides some seven times the funds 
recommended by the White House, a veto is 
a probability if the lower chamber does not re- 
duce the extent of the assistance. 

Substantially the same bill passed Congress 
last year by the much wider margin of 46 to 
36. How then was it that the 1959 bill had 
the 49-46 close call in a Senate reflecting the 
Democratic landslide for Congress last fall? 
The answer is in the voting on the Republican 
side. This time the only Republican 
Senators to vote for the bill were Beall of 
Maryland, Cooper of Kentucky, Langer of 
North Dakota and Smith of Maine. Seven 
Republicans who voted for the counterpart 
bill last year voted against the 1959 version. 
They were Dirksen of Illinois, Allott of Colo- 
rado, Morton of Kentucky, Young of North 
Dakota, Javits of New York, Case of New 
Jersey and Aiken of Vermont. Excepting 
only Dirksen, these Republicans all are in the 
progressive wing of their party. 

The explanation for this reversal by these 
seven Republican Senators must be pres- 
sure from the White House in some form or 
other. Apparently the Administration hoped 
to defeat the bill in Congress and therefore 
spare the President a second veto. The tactic 
almost worked but not quite. We hope the 
House of Representatives will recall the mar- 
gin by which it passed the bill last year. The 
relief of those who live in the depressed areas 
deserves more than narrow, grudging support. 


Laxity in Laos 

From the standpoint of the Eisenhower 
Administration’s foreign aid bill, the disclo- 
sures of the gross irregularities on the part 
of a onetime foreign aid official in Laos could 
hardly have come at a worse time. 

As developed at hearings conducted by Rep- 
resentative Hardy of Virginia, Edward T. Mc- 
Namara of Tampa took a total of about 
$25,000 in cash, stocks and airline tickets 
from contractors for United States public 
works projects in the South Asian country. 
These gifts, from the Universal Construction 
Co., were received while McNamara was pub- 
lic works officer of the International Co-oper- 
ation Administration in Laos, 1955-57. Since 
McNamara testified to them under oath, there 
can be little question as to the facts which he 
reported or the damage he has done. 

The only reasonable thing is to treat the 
McNamara case for what it is—the occasion 
for severe censure and any appropriate pun- 
ishment. But it cannot be allowed to blacken 
the mutual security program so as to threaten 
its continuance. This regrettable misuse of

the Administration and Congress to join in 
making the program more effective in fur- 
thering our ends in international affairs. 


Arabs Joining Hands? 


The Arabs may be uniting the Middle East 
which the Russians have been seeking to di- 
vide. The Iraqi government of Gen. Abdel 
Karim Kassem has withdrawn from the Bagh- 
dad Pact, apparently as a gesture toward Kas- 
sem’s most bitter Arab foe, the United Arab 
Republic’s President Nasser. 

Nasser long has been opposed to the Pact 
which apparently must be written off as an 
unsuccessful Western attempt to unite the 
friendly nations of the Middle East. The only 
Middle Eastern member left is troubled Iran, 
unless partly European Turkey and Pakistan 
on the Indian subcontinent be counted as 
Middle Eastern members. Great Britain also 
is a member, and the United States holds a 
sort of associate membérship. 

Further, Kassem told Iraqi editors to stop 
their campaign against Nasser who has dis- 
claimed responsibility for the recent unsuc- 
cessful putsch in Iraq. And the Arab League 
has called a meeting of its foreign ministers 
to mediate the dispute between Baghdad and 
Cairo. 

All this comes on the heels of Khrushchev’s 
recent charge that Nasser was plotting against 
Kassem. But perhaps Kassem may have seen 
in Nasser himself an example of an excess of 
Russian friendliness. Nasser is committed by 
long-term agreements to trade Egyptian cot- 
ton for Russian arms and to employ Russian 
technicians. 

Meanwhile it was said that London is ready 
to ship arms to Kassem’s Iraqi government to 
offset Russian aid. So long as Kassem and 
Nasser are at odds such aid would involve a 
calculated risk of offending Nasser with whom 
the British improved their relations only re- 
cently. But if Nasser and Kassem agree to 
let bygones be bygones, that risk is consider- 
ably reduced. 

Nevertheless there is a question as to how 
much has been accomplished by sending arms 
to the Middle East. It might have been better 
to de-emphasize the Baghdad Pact which so 
many Arabs regarded as a device to divide 
them. That now has been done by Iraq. 

If Kassem’s withdrawal is a diplomatic de- 
feat for the Russians insofar as it betokens 
a desire to be less dependent on them, it 
hardly can be claimed as a great success for 
Western diplomats even if it lets them breathe 
a little easier. It is simply another demon- 
stration that the contest in the Middle East is 
not military. 


Corner on Tic Tac Toe 

An electronic machine which plays a game 
of tic tac toe that a human opponent can tie, 
but cannot beat, has been invented by Wil- 
liam Keister, director of switching engineer- 
ing at the Bell Telephone Laboratories in 
Whippany, N.J., based, no doubt, on some 
such earlier electronic device as the New 
York Yankees. While we will cheerfully en- 
gage to admire it, we politely but firmly de- 
cline to like it. A machine that can never 
be beaten is not a worthy opponent. 

We have never liked people who would not 
play unless they could win all the time, and 
we refuse at this late date to start liking that 
human frailty when it appears in machinery. 
It is a better attitude to want to win three 
times out of five, though not very attractive 
to pick out opponents on that basis. 

Our own feeling is that a constructive ratio 
of wins to losses is two in five, which is just 
enough to keep the game interesting, not 
enough to swell the ego to unmanageable pro- 
portions, and unsatisfactory enough to stimu- 
late further study. We do not go so far as a 
character in Damon Runyon who could not 
pass up a 5-to-l1 horse because no such odds 
existed in reality, all life being as he figured it 
at odds of three to two against. Our observa- 
tion is that the zippiest playing comes of try- 
ing to parlay a 2-3 loss into a 3-2 win. 

Who wants to play against a winning ma- 
chine, anyway? Come to think of it, who 
wants to play against a machine? 


Hollow Victory in the County 


St. Louis county public school superintend- 
ents have been instrumental in virtually kill- 
ing the Shepherd bill to equalize the school 
tax burden in the county. It is not a victory 
to cheer about. 

Unless the principle embodied in the meas- 
use can be revived, this means continuation 
of the inequities in educational opportunity 
from which the county suffers. It also means 
that the poorer districts, especially in north 
county, can be expected to put up a fight for 
school district consolidations as an alterna- 
tive. 

The Shepherd bill was drafted along lines 
suggested by the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey, and in principle is reported to have a 
wide measure of support among the county’s 
nine-member House delegation. The meas- 
ure would have established a uniform school 
tax throughout the county to guarantee a 
minimum expenditure per pupil. At present, 
per-pupil spending runs from $211 in Kin- 
loch to $837 in Clayton. Only 12 of the 29 
districts now can afford to spend more than 
the $382 average. 

Rep. Shepherd, Frontenac Republican, pro- 
duced his bill at the eleventh hour when it 
was apparent that the school people meant 
to ignore the need to give every child equal 
access to the county’s total real-estate base. 
They made it clear they preferred their own 
inadequate bill, which requires a 2-cent ciga- 
rette tax to do in part what the Shepherd bill 
would do completely without a new tax. 

The Shepherd bill is the conservative ap- 
proach to the school problem in the county; 
it permits the superintendents to have 
their cake and eat it too—to retain 29 indi- 
vidual districts while giving every child equal 
opportunity. If the county’s legislative dele- 
gation would take the lead, it still may be 
possible to salvage something from the wreck. 


Monkeys and Salk Vaccine 


There are still too many millions of persons 
in this country who should have had Salk vac- 
cine but who continue to take their chances 
with polio. Perhaps they would be inter- 
ested to learn that the cost of the little mon- 
keys used in the making of the vaccine has 
advanced in the last four years from $19 to 
$40 and is expected to go higher any day. It 
is predicted that the cost of Salk vaccine will 
then advance. This news may interest some 
of those many who have neglected taking the 
shots. A bargain frequently has much more 
appeal than does plain common sense.

Little Rock Teachers Teach Each Other 


Dust Deepens in City’s High Schools, But There Is Also Activity

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. 
It is a strange experience, these 
days, to visit the magnificent build- 
ing which has become the best 

known high school in the world. 
This $5,451,715 institution is Little 
Rock’s Central High School, focal 
point of the stubborn 18-month fight 
waged by segregationist Gov. Orval 
Faubus against federally ordered 

classroom integration.

Each school day, 77 highly trained 
teachers and a veteran principal 
spend their time in the building, ex- 
cept for some teachers called as sub- 
stitutes for junior high and ele- 
mentary schools. 

But, at Central High, they have 
no real work to do because they 
have no students, 

Dust is thickening in 100 class- 
rooms and in beautifully equipped 
science laboratories, despite teacher 
efforts, ,because the maintenance 
staff has been cut to a skeleton force. 

Windows grow dirtier daily and 
the 21 acre campus seedier. 


The same things are happening to 
Little Rock’s three other senior high 
schools. Initially, Faubus closed all 
four to prevent their integration and 
later Little Rock citizens voted 
overwhelming support of the closure 
in what Faubus’ foes charge was an 
unfair election.

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U.S. Orders Broad New Studies 
Of Atomic Fallout Hazards

WASHINGTON, March 25 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the National Academy 
of Sciences announced plans 
yesterday to make broad new 
studies of the radiation hazards | 
posed by atomic fallout. | 

The new scientific reviews 
were ordered as government 
officials were becoming con- 
cerned that the issue of radta-. 
tion and atomic fallout was 
threatening once again to de- 
velop into a major public con- 
troversy. 

In an obvious move to stem 
a renewal of this controversy, 
John A. McCone, AEC chair- 
man, disclosed that he had re- 
quested a “government-wide” 
review of the fallout problem. 
In addition, he said the com- 
mission’s general advisory com- 
mittee would hold a special 
two-day meeting next month 
to review fallout information 
and recommend “any addition- 
al steps the commission might 
take to further protect the 
public interest.” 

Defends Research Program. 

At the same time, in testi- 
mony before the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atom- 
ic Energy, McCone defended 
the AEC’s research program 
into radiation hazards and de- 
nied congressional charges that 
the administration had been 
suppressing fallout information. 

A few hours after McCone 
had testified before the con- 
gressional committee, Dr. Det- 
lev W. Bronk, president of the 
National Academy of Sciences, 
announced he had requested 
six academy committees to take 
a new scientific look at the 
biological effects of atomic ra- 
diation. 


These same _ six academy 
committees’ 1956 report on 
radiation is generally cited as 
the most authoritative scien- 
tific study made in this country 
on the dangers of human health 
posed by atomic fallout. One 
purpose of the new study, an 
academy spokesman said, was 
to bring this study up to date. 

Congressional Charges. 

As in 1956, government offi- 
cials fear that another wave of 
controversy and public fear is 
beginning to build up over 
atomic fallout and _ radiation. 
This controversy, it is felt, has 
been stimulated in part by con- 
gressional charges of suppres- 
sion of fallout information and 
by testimony of Public Health 


Service representatives creat- 
ing the impression that the 
AEC was inattentive to the 


health hazards posed by. radia- 
tion. 

McCone had originally been 
scheduled to appear before the 
committee to discuss’. the 
atomic power program but in- 
stead came prepared with a 
statement defending the com- 
mission’s research program on 
fallout and radiation. 

McCone insisted that’ the 
AEC “has not been derelict 
in its duty in studying radio- 
active fallout,” and he empha- 
sized that commission has an 
“extensive and elaborate re- 
search program” into radiation 
hazards. 

The AEC, he said, is now 
spending $18,000,000 a vear for 
research on radiation stan- 
dards and protection, plus an- 
other $2,500,000 for national! 
and world-wide fallout studies. 
Since 1946, he said, the AEC 
has spent $125,000,000 on bio- 
logical and medical radiation 
research. 

McCone said that no com- 
mission information on the 
amounts of radioactive fallout 
“has been withheld from the 
public or from the United 
Nations.” 

Assurances on Information. 

“IT assure this committee 
most emphatically and une- 
quivocally that so long as I 
am chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission I shall not 
be a party to the suppression 
or distortion of any informa- 
tion bearing on the safety and 
health of the American pub- 
lic,” MeCone. said. 

McCone assured the commit- 
tee also that the AEC regarded 
fallout as “a matter of great- 
est importance” and had not. 
“dismissed it as unimportant 
to the people of this country 
and, indeed, the world.” 

His statements were de- 
signed as an obvious rebuttal 
to charges by some Democratic 
Senators, such as Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota and 
Clinton P. Anderson of New 
Mexico, that the commission 
had been guilty of withhold- 
ing and playing down the sig- 
nificance of new information 
on fallout. 

Defense Department Report. 

At particular issue was the 
release of new Defense De- 
partment information showing 
that radioactive debris was 
falling out of the stratosphere 
at a much more rapid rate 
than previously supposed. Sen- 
ator Anderson, as chairman of 
the Congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee, has _  ac- 
cused the Defense Department 
of “gagging” the committee on 
release of this information be- 
cause it ran contrary to previ- 


ous estimates by commission 
officials, such as Dr. Willard 
F. Libby 


McCone told the committee 
that he had been assured by 
both Dr. Libby and Gen. Her- 
bert B. Loper, special assistant 
to the Secretary of Defense for 
atomic energy, that ‘there has 
been no attempt at any time to 
suppress or. modify the De- 
fense Department report in the 
interest of reconciling these 
differences or scientific judg- 
ment.” 


His statement and explana-|

tions offered by Gen. 
failed to satisfy Senator Ander- 
son completely. 

In contrast to past commit- 
tee skepticism about the com- 
mission’s program in fallout, 
McCone won a generally favor- 
able response from committee 
members. 

One Republican member, 
Representative James E. Van 
Zandt of Pennsylvania, suggest- 
ed that the attacks on the AEC 
were politically motivated. 

Favors Hearings. 

McCone suggested that the 
AEC’s program be reviewed by 
other government 


agencies, | 
by the National Academy of ' 


Sciences and by the commis- 
sion’s own general advisory 
committee. He also “enthusias- 
tically” supported the plan of 
the congressional committee to 
hold a new series of hearings 
on fallout this April and May. 

He pledged “to initiate im- 
mediately the most vigorous 
and comprehensive corrective 
measures possible.” If the com- 
mittee ‘finds any shortcom- 
ings in the commission's part.”’ 

McCone’ asserted that the 
AEC has “no desire to pre- 
empt this area of activity” if

Last year, for example, re- 
pair and maintenance bills for 
cars, radios, TV sets, appliances 
and furnishings came to a na- 
tional total of more than $5.- 
500,000,000, the department 
said. This was more than dou- 
ble the corresponding. total a 
decade ago. Radio and TV re- 
pair spending more _ than 
tripled.

CHESTER, Ill., March 25 
(AP)}—A prison warden spoke 
out yesterday against the death 
penalty and urged the Illinois 
Legislature to approve a pro- 
posed six-year bar on execu- 
tions. 

Warden Ross V. Randolph of 
Menard State Penitentiary said 
capital punishment is ‘“bar- 
baric, inequitably imposed and 
of virtually no value as a crime 
deterrent.” 

The former FBI agent, ward- 
en at Menard since 1953, said 
he favors abolishing death sen- 
tences because of “the inequal- 
ity in administration of capital 
punishment as it exists today.” 

Statistics “clearly show the 
inequality in imposing the 
death penalty,” Randolph said. 

He cited reports of the John 
Howard Association, a prison 
reform agency in Chicago, 
showing that 1.2 per cent of all 


persons convicted of capital 
crimes in the last 14 years 


*\ were executed,

during the period, he said, and

Court, 999 were imprisoned and 
six were awaiting appeals. 

“Too often it is the man 
without funds to fight lengthy 
court battles who is sent to the 
chair,”” Randolph declared.

Dr. James J. McCaffery, seek- 
ing re-election to the Board of 
Education, has followed the 
policy adopted by his political 
ally, Charles J. Dyer, of ex- 
pressing no opinion on issues 
confronting the school board. 

Like Dyer, Dr. McCaffery 
has turned down invitations to 
speak at public meetings and 
has declined to respond to 
questions about his program. 

Unlike Dyer, he has encoun- 
tered difficulty in lining up 
support among the Democratic 
ward organizations. Members 
of the Democratic City Central 
Committee told the Post-Dis- 
patch relatively few ward or- 
ganizations are planning to 
work actively for the dentist's 
re-election. 

The committeeman of one 
ward which is supporting Dr. 
McCaffery indicated he is do- 
ing so reluctantly. ‘He's done 
me a lot of favors,” the com- 
mitteeman explained 

Appointed by Darst. 

Dr. McCaffery first served 
on the school board from 1949 
to 1951 by appointment of 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst to fill 
the unexpired term of a mem- 
ber who resigned. He was de- 
feated in the 1951 election, but 
regained his board post in the 
1953 election. He had also run 
for the board in 1943 and 1949, 
losing both times. 

Eleven candidates are com- 
peting for the four board seats 
at stake in the April 7 munici- 
pal election. The terms of of- 
fice are for six years. 

During his current term, Dr. 
McCaffery served as chairman 
of a special committee which 
recommended that the board 
abolish its permanent fund— 
the income from which was 
used for general operations—

The whereabouts of the 23- 
vear-old Asian monarch, wor- 
shiped by Tibetans as the re- 
incarnation of Buddha, and his 
role in the rebellion still were 
vague. 

“According to one version he 
went underground before the 
fighting started in Lhasa five 
davs ago.” the Times said, ‘‘and 
his palace is now guarded by 
Chinese pickets.” 

The more general theory, 
however, was that the youthful 
god-king was still in his 1000- 
room hillside palace overlook- 
ing the capital and was being 
kept under Communist surveil- 
lance. 

A spokesman for the Indian 
goverment, which has the only 
foreign diplomatic mission in 
Lhasa, said he had “no correct 
information” on-_the latest de- 
velopments in Tibet. 

Nationalists Cheered. 

On Formosa, Chinese Nation- 
alist officials, cheered by the 
revolt, said that Red China was 
rushing strong reinforcements 
to Tibet, where the occupation 
force has been estimated at 50.- 
000 troops. The Nationalists 
said Tibet’s harsh climate and 
rugged mountain terrain nor- 
mally would favor native rebels, 
especially in guerrilla warfare.

Through the 
long winter 
months they 
banded to- 
gether for 
warmth and 
protection. 
When the sun Stokely 
was low in the 
west the covey would assem- 
ble in some field which gave 
the birds protective cover 
but which was open enough 
to permit their escape from 
predators without the hin- 
drance of brush or branches 
in their flight. Each night 
they roosted in a tight circle 
with heads forming the outer 

perimeter, legs folded beneath 
them and their sides pressed 

close together. The heat from 
their bodies furnished 
warmth when the survival 
struggle was hardest. 

With the arrival of spring, 
food is more plentiful, the 
killing temperatures are past 
and the birds seek a mate to 
fulfill the cycle of reproduc- 
tion. Mating, nesting, hatch- 
ing and rearing the young 
will continue throughout the 
spring and summer months, 
and the few pairs that suffer 
loss of their nests and clutch- 
es of eggs will continue try- 
ing to bring forth a brood 
even as late as early Novem- 
ber. Generally, however, a 
small percentage of the an- 
nual production occurs in 
May, steadily increases dur- 
ing June, and reaches a peak 
in mid-July. 


Good Carry-Over 


Fairly mild winter condi- 
tions prevailed over most of 
Missouri, and a good ‘carry- 
over of brood stock holds 
promise for a_ successful 
shooting season this fall. But 
drouth or extremely hot 
weather during the July 
nesting season could drastic- 
ally reduce the crop of young 
birds and spoil the favorable 
prospects. Biologists estimate 
that only 20 per cent of the 
older birds survive a single 
season and that 80 per cent 
of the kill each year are 
first-season birds. During the 
last 10 years Missouri has 
had from 60,000 to 115,000 
quail hunters, averaging 90,- 
000. The bobwhite kill in 
that period ranged from 794,- 
000, during the drouth years, 
to 2,561,000, averaging 1,553,- 
00 


Many states, including 
Missouri some years ago, 
have tried the system of re- 
leasing pen-raised birds. 
None of those releases were 
successful. Tennessee recent- 
ly ended its stocking pro- 
gram after a survey showed 
that only 3 per cent of re- 
leased quail were killed by 
hunters, raising the average 
cost per bird recovered to 
$33. Suitable habitat, includ- 
ing ample food, cover and 
water wili assure the hunter 
of a fair daily bag if adverse 
weather does not affect the 
hatching and rearing season. 

A well-known jurist hunts 
quail each season in the 
Ozarks. He went to the farm 
of a friend of many years’ 
standing, asked permission 
to hunt, and prevailed on his 
friend to accompany him. 
The rural companion had 
never hunted quail nor had 
he ever seen a bird dog per- 
form. 

The judge’s dog was on a 
stanch point but was hidden 
from view by a thick cover 
of sedge grass. The farmer 
walked past the concealed 
dog and inadvertently flushed 
a large covey of birds. He 
hastily pointed his gun at 
various birds when they took 
flight but never pulled the 
trigger. Finally the entire 
covey had disappeared over 
the horizon and the cha- 
grined man looked at the 
grinning judge who had just 
come up to see the last bird 
fly away. 

He said, “Judge, as much 
money as you make, I would 
think you could at least af- 
ford'a dog that would bark 
when he was treed”! The 
judge took the case under 
advisement to be decided in 
the field come next Novem- 
ber.

Douglas Levels Fire on Limousine Set

WASHINGTON, March 25. 

SENATOR PAUL DOUG- 
LAS, once a professor of eco- 
nomics, bumps around Wash- 
ington in a blue, 1954 four- 
door Chevrolet sedan. 

Dismal is the attitude of the 
Illinois Democrat toward those 
big black limousines caught up 
in downtown traffic jams. Es- 
pecially when they’re big, black 
bureaucratic limousines. 

Douglas got so fumin’ mad 
about those luxurious carriages 
that he stormed up to the di- 
rector of the Bureau of the 
Budget for an accounting. And 
the count came to 99 limou- 
sines or heavy sedans. The 
President has eight, for in- 
stance, and the Treasury De- 
partment, 10. 

These chauffeured wagons 
are in addition to the 1450 
ordinary Government - owned 
cars, like taxpayers usually 
drive. 

The Senator was really 
wound up on the Senate floor. 
Said he: “Our streets and park- 
ing areas fairly swarm with 
huge limousines, each with 
their stone-faced chauffeurs.” 

Little did the Senator say 
about the stone-faced chauf- 
feurs who were waiting at the 
very moment, in front of the 
Capitol for their VIP bosses 
of Congress. 

What Douglas proposed was 
to reduce those 99 bureaucratic 
limousines to 35. This, he said, 
could save our taxpayers al- 
most half a million dollars. 

Out at the Pentagon, for in- 
stance, hé said, 37 brass-hat 
fancy carriages are draining 
the taxpayers’ pocketbooks, 
and it’s a pure waste. The man 
from Illinois said 11 limousines 
would be more than enough. 
As for the President, he said, 
he could get along comfortably 
with only six limousines. 

The Senator’s forthrightness 
should be admired. But I sus- 
pect the limousine matter is 
a sensitive subject among his 
colleagues on Capitol Hill.

John Crosby 
A Happy Revival 
Of Good Old Songs 


NEW YORK, March 25. 

I THINK WE HAVE finally turned the corner in the 
business of lyrics. If you look in the right places—or rather 
the wrong places—you can still hear those songs that go 
“Eek gloodie woodie wah and rillah rah, baby mine.” But 

fortunately, I don’t know 

where those places are. 
I’ve been listening to the 
radio, that old gadget, 
and hearing really good 
tunes with civilized lyrics. 
Not new lyrics, but good 
old ones and praise the 
Lord for small mercies. 
Just the other day Wil- 
liam B. Williams, the 
throaty baritone who pr2- 
sides over the “Make Be- 
lieve Ballroom” at WNEW 
in New York, was over- 
heard musing: “I think 
both the artists and the 
public are getting fed up 
with what's going on and 
are going back to the old 
tunes.” Williams went on 
to point out that some 
real old tunes are getting 
brand new recordings by

today’s top singers. 


“Your goodby left me with eyes that cry,” I 
heard Sinatra singing the other day. Man, that’s a 
lyric a guy can get his teeth into. That’s a real old 
lyric, too, kiddies. That tune was big when I was 
in high school. As a matter of fact, that’s one way 
I can tell the age of a melody. If I know the 
words, it’s 30 years old because I haven’t bothered 
to learn any since then. 


“You, you’re driving me crazy,” I hear Dinah Shore 
singing these days. It’s not English but it’s great. The. 
disks, as they say, are reaching even deeper into my past. 
Just the other day, so help me, I heard somebody on a 
record caroling about he loved her in the morning, he 
loved her at night, “but last night on the back porch I loved 
you most of all.” 

The greatest of all lyric writers, for my money, has 
always been Irving Berlin. Cole Porter and the late Lary 
Hart may have fashioned cleverer lyrics (although Berlin 
could do clever lyrics, too) but I have an idea that Berlin’s 
lyrics have an unforgettable architectural simplicity that 
will ring down through the corridors of time. There’s a new 
record out of his old “Alone” which contains that great line, 
“All alone feeling blue. Wondering where you are and how 
you are and if you are all alone, too.” 

It seems like only yesterday we were going around 
singing such immortal lyrics as: ‘‘Oo-ee-o00-ah-ah-ting-tang- 
walla walla bing bang.” Just possibly that racket, otherwise 
known as “Witch Doctor,” is what started us back on the 
long hard road to sanity. 

Still, now that we are headed toward sanity, where are 
the lyric writers? It’s been so long since anyone wanted to 
listen to decent lyrics that we have let that fine art crumble 
into decay. It may take as long to rebuild Tin Pan Alley 
as it will to refit the Los Angeles Dodgers into something 
resembling a baseball team. 


Of course, severa] of the old masters, notably 
Porter and Oscar Hammerstein, are still around but 
they have been around for 35 years, and the indus- 
try needs fresh blood. There’s almost none. The 
single shining light in the all pervading gloom is 
Alan Jay Lerner who wrote the lyrics for “My Fair 
Lady” and for “Gigi.” For sheer blazing talent, 
there hasn’t been anyone new as good as Lerner 
around since Lary Hart died. I’m especially be- 
witched by the lyrics of “She’s Not Thinking of 
Me” from “Gigi’—witty, elegant, thoughtful, and 
technically brilliant—which were wedded to an old- 
fashioned Viennese-type waltz. 


Perhaps it’s just wishful thinking but I. think I detect 
in this revival of these grand old songs an emotional health- 
iness—or at least a yearning for emotional health, for the 
old symbols of it like love, fidelity, decency. Why, bless my 
soul, just the other day I heard somebody singing that his 
baby don’t care for diamond rings and other expensive 
things, his baby just cared for him. It’s hopelessly unreal- 
istic but it’s a nice thought and perhaps somewhere there 
are girls like that. 

Another old song that’s getting a brand new ride is that 
1908 hit “Kalamazoo” and, if you listen closely you will hear 
the line: “I liked her looks when I carried her books in 
Kalamazoo.” Well, bless you, child, no one has carried any- 
one’s books since my mother was a girl. In fact, I'm not 
sure they even have books in school any more. ‘(Do it all 
with records and television, don’t they?) But maybe if we 
sing about it, the custom will come back again. 
nice custom.

Says Freud 
Was Wrong 


About Babies

WASHINGTON 

A RESEARCH PSYCHO® 
OGIST at the Nationa) Instt- 
tutes of Health says Sigmund 
Freud was wrong about babies. 

Dr. Harriet L. Rheingold re- 
cently told the Society for Re- 
search in Child Development 
which met here that Freudian 
doctrine has resulted in 20 
years of erroneous beliefs on 
two points: 

That the oral need is all- 
consuming and that no other 

appears until after the sixth 
month, 

That “when the baby is fed, 
warm and comfortable it 
withdraws its interest from 
the outer world and falls 
asleep.” 

Dr. Rheingold said she had 
been forced to take issue with 
the theories of the famed Vien- 
nese developer of psychoan- 

alysis by observing babies while 
gathering data for a series of 
research studies. 

She said she had found that 
babies only three to _ four 
months old are ‘active, atten- 
tive and vigilant” for more than 
five out of the eight hours be- 
tween 9 a.m. and § p.m. She 
said they vigorously explore 
their environment with eyes, 
ears, hands and feet. 

She said the great interest 
of babies in inanimate objects 
is far surpassed by their 
“rapt absorption, excitement 
and delight” in people, and 
that in any competition be- 
tween food and the face of 
an adult, food loses out. 
Even a sober adult face, she 
said, causes a baby to smile, 
and an adult smile makes the 
baby “sparkle” and seek eye- 
to-eye contact. 

“In any daily round of events 
the greatest number of social 

responses, and the most lively 
ones, occur when the infant is 
placed on his back with his 
mother leaning over him,” she 
said. “She is then in his direct 
line of vision.” 

She said she had come to 
realize that the infant’s early 
concentration on the face, espe- 
cially the eyes of the adult, is 
species-specific to human kind, 
and not duplicated in apes, 
gorillas or any other mammals, 

She -said that such cb- 
servations “break the strangle- 
hold” of the Freudian oral 
drive concept.

Husband Taxes Wife’s Pay 


Dear Martha: 


i EARNED an average of $25 a week last year and 
bought a few new clothes for myself and the rest for 
groceries. My husband earns more than $400 a month. He 
has never bought anything more expensive than a radio 
for the house. 

So far this year I have 
earned about $150 and 
he griped so much about 
paying my income tax last 
year that he almost had 
a stroke. Now he has 
figured out a way to be 
sure he gets the tax this 
year. He doles out $150 a 
month for groceries and 
takes out 25 per cent of 
whatever I make each 
month. I realize others 
get by on less but there 
are two cases of beer a 
week and a carton of cigarettes, so this leaves me about 
$110 to get groceries and clothes for myself. I am boob 
enough to keep beer here for him. 

Is there any way to manage better? Do you think 
it is right for him to take out for income tax? I just 
want a little money to call my own. WONDERING. 


It’s smart to put aside a certain percentage 
of your earnings each week or month to pay the 
income tax, but I agree that you should have some 
spending money of your own—just as he should— 
without feeling you have to rob the grocery fund. 
It's as important for you to have something 
new once in a while as it is for him to have his 
beer and cigarettes: So, I'd suggest that you insist 
he sit down with you and go over the finances, 
making up a budget that will include those items 
for him as well as something for you. Or, if he'd 
rathér, tell him you'll set aside a percentage of 
your earnings for the income tax—but keep the 
rest to spend as you wish. Your Public Library can 
give you some good material on preparing and fol- 
lowing an intelligent budget. 


Dear Martha: 

I HEARTILY AGREE with “Disappointed Newcomer” 
and “Southerner.”

Eleanor Roosevelt : 
From Rome to Shiraz 


TEL-AVIV, Israel, March 25. 

IN ROME, my granddaughter Nina and I went out at 
9 o'clock with Countess Lea Lelli, the most interesting 
guide one can have. She describes the history of Rome as 
though she had lived through each century, and I can 
think of no one who could have given us a more in- 
teresting view from the different hills. 

We went into the Pantheon and heard the organ play, 
which to me is a particular pleasure. 

In St. Peter’s I felt, as always, that the desire of the 
Pope who added to the length of the church in order to 
have the biggest church in the world had prevented his 
having one of the most beautiful churches in the world. 
You cannot see the dome as you come up the steps now, 
and had it remained according to the original design it 
would have been a much more beautiful and impressive 
sight. The Pieta, in the little chapel on the right as one 
goes in, is still one of my favorite sculptures in all Rome. 


Our plane for Teheran was delayed an hour 
and I found that we were to reach Ankara at 7:30 
p.m. and not leave there ’til 1 a.m. Not wishing 
to spend all that time in the airport, I suggested 
to Pan American that we get a car and drive 
through the city even though it would be dark. 
But the embassy heard of our coming and kindly 
sent Mr. Butler of the embassy staff to meet 
us in an embassy car. 


We drove to Ataturk’s monument but could not go 
inside, as it closes at sunset. They light it all night very 
brilliantly, so it stands out on the hillside with its rows 
of columns all around, looking somewhat similar to the 
Lifcoln memorial in Washington, D.C. Mr. Butler told 
us that he once asked why this monument opened at 
sunrise and closed at sunset and he was told by the 
guard that it was done so as not to disturb Ataturk’s 
slumbers. 

We went to a Turkish night club to end our evening 
and heard a very good Italian orchestra and a singer who 
sang Italian songs. Suddenly to our surprise, however, he 
burst forth in a popular American love song. 

Back at the airport, Ambassador and Mrs. Fletcher 
Warren came to see us for a little while before the plane 
left, and we discovered that we would travel on the same 
plane with the chief of staff of the Turkish Army who 
Was paying a visit to Teheran. We hurried onto the 
plane ahead of the general, looking with admiration at 
the smart line of troops drawn up to see him off. Then 
when we landed at 6:30 a.m. in Teheran he was greeted 
by a guard of honor and a band, which made it all 
seem very festive. 

At that early hour Ambassador and Mrs. Edward T. 
Wailes and Mr. and Mrs. Henry Morgenthau Jr., were 
at the airport waiting for us in a cold and biting wind. 
Thomas Powers was there, too, and I remembered him well 
from past contacts in the United Nations. He is in Teheran 
as the resident representing the U. N. in the Iran develop- 
ment program, which is one of the largest in the world. 
We went inside and talked for a little while and then 
the American air attache came to say that they were 
ready to take off for Shiraz. I was very happy to 
have had this glimpse of the Morgenthaus, who were on 
their way home by way of Rome. 

My granddaughter had never before traveled 

in a military plane or sat in the bucket seats 

like our soldiers. I pointed out to her the para- 

chutes all ready to be worn by the men who might 

be going to make a jump at some particular point. 


We were in Shiraz by 9:30 a.m. and it was certainly 
a wonderful sight to see my daughter and her husband 
waiting for us. Several Iranian officials also kindly 
greeted us at Teheran and Shiraz and made us feel more 
welcome in their interesting country.
